the;,  common  house-fly.  The  remedy  In 
this  case  .^eems  to  be  the  taking  of 
every  precaution  to  prevent  files  from 
reaching  fruit.  The  Entomological  Div- 
ision f+f  t-he  ^'entral  EKperimental 
Farm  has  issued  a  leaflet,  which  Dr. 
Davie  commend*  to  oUr  attention.  The 
statffm'ehta  .  made  in  the  circular -axe. 
very  'startllniJf,  but  on  con.sideratlon
